DARRAGH, Oakes 
Darragh, formerly MacDarragh — it is still occasionally found with the prefix — is essentially a 
name belonging to north-east Ulster. Taking the statistics for two different generations since compulsory 
registration was introduced in 1864 we find that the number of births were respectively 21 and 18, nearly 
all in Co. Antrim and the. remainder in an adjacent county. Going back to the first record of a census 
character which we have — that of 1659-60 — we find MacDarragh among the twenty most numerous 
surnames in the barony of Glencarne, Co. Antrim. It does not appear in that document as Oakes, which : 
is recorded by Matheson in 1901 as a fairly widespread synonym of Darragh, MacAdarra and MacDara, - 
particularly in the Dundalk area, which is somewhat further south than their main habitat. In the hearth - 
money rolls of Tyrone (1664) and Antrim (1669) the name appears as Dorragh, Dorah etc. |

Okeford: its various spellings over the centuries—Acford, 
Acheford, Ocford— illustrate the interchangeable nature 
of these spellings. 

Those Oc place-names in England are ascribed variously to 
such unknown persons as Occa, Hoca, Aki (“Aki is a common 
old Scandinavian name"), Hucel (“A personal name Hucel 
or Hucela must be assumed”); and in many instances the pres- 
ence of oak trees is noted." And yet the presence of Oc in Haue 
Oc ("havoc"), the predominance of the Oc/Og names around 
Stonehenge and in the two great forts on the Aran Islands, 
Oghil Fort and Dun Aongus, or Oc, the unique status of Aug- 
haval Parish in Ireland as a pagan and Christian religious center, 
the unrivaled position of Oc, the supreme ruler of the universe, 
in Irish mythology—the combined weight of all these factors 
inclines me to the opinion that the sacred oak tree, the age-old 
symbol of fertility with its acorn, whose leaves today are still 
worn in memory of the past on the British officer’s uniform, took 
its name from a deity, rather than emerging magically out of a 
mass of unknown and inconsequential elements.

Egg Buckland in Devon was first recorded in 1221 as Ecke- 
bokeland. The fact that Eckington in Sussex was spelled. 
Achintone in the Domesday Book and that Ach is syn- 
onymous with Oc (sce Okeford above) means that Egg 
in Egg Buckland evolved from an Oc/Og beginning.

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the legions of Claudius in. bloody hand-to-hand battle finally 
smashed Mona and set it to the torch. Mona was situated on 
the Menai Straits, and today the Ogwen River still flows swiftly 
from Llyn Ogwen over the Falls of Ogwen into the Menai 
Straits, Since Roman times, however, four of the most Important 
landmarks in Great Britain have been given respectable Christian 
names. In each case the earlier names were recorded by the 
Romans: 


Octapitarum, a promontory in Wales, has become St. 
David’s Land. | 
Ocrinum in Cornwall is today St. Michael's Mount. 
Octopitarum in Pembrokeshire is also now known as St. 
' David's Land. 
And the large peninsular area in Yorkshire, which we call 
Holderness, two thousand years ago was Ocellum. 
Surveying the overall place-name situation as it still exists, it 
would seem that in pagan times Oc/Og must have been as 
popular a place-name element in England, Ireland, Scotland, and 
Wales as St. and San are today in some Roman Catholic coun- 
tries. There are also three major words still in the Irish language 
which cannot be overlooked: 


Oc— Youth 
Eag—Death 
Aegean—the Ocean 


The last two are standard variations in the place-name spell- 
ings of Og/Oc. Aegean looks suspiciously like a Greek trans- 
plant from the Aegean Sea, but I believe it will turn out to be 
otherwise. Looking back at the sentence that begins this chapter, 
"Place-names often afford far earlier references for words than 
those found in literature," there are several cornerstone English 
words that seem to be pertinent:

Oakham was Ochham in 1067.

There is one additional major facet of the Oc/Og picture 
in Great Britain and Ireland that by its conspicuous absence from 
our history books throws the spotlight’once more on the question 
of whether or not there has been a long-term, concentrated, 
highly successful campaign to blot out from peoples’ minds all 


memory of Oc/Og.

Here again, if Aeg/Aig/Egg place-names have evolved from 
Oc /Og place-names, then it would seem logical that the word 
"egg" (earlier aeg and aig) for the most fundamental of all 
fertility symbols may well have evolved from the name of the 
Irish pagan deity or deities, for the personage honored at Stone- 
henge—Oc/Og. The presence of similar place-names in Ireland, 
Scotland, and Wales, outside the Anglo-Saxon orbit—note 
among others Figg Island and Eigg Sound in Scotland—would 
strengthen the possibility of such an origin. 


Ocstead. In 1225 there was an Ocstead in Surrey. Today 
it is spelled Oxted. Which came first, the name of the 
deity, Oc, or the name of the most powerful of farm 
animals, the ox? The Ox Mountains in Mayo are most 
pertinent here, remote from Anglo-Saxon influence. 

Ockeschete. Over seven hundred years ago, Ockeschete in 
Surrey was a small village. It is now Oxshott. Along the 
way it was also Oggesett, a switch from Oc to Og, con- 
firming the dual identity of the two names, which leads 
to the next basic English word:

Ockeschete many centuries ago was also spelled Hoggesete. 
Ogle in Northumberland was spelled Hoggel in 1170. 
Seventy-two years later it was Ogghill. The dropping 


and adding of Ms will turn out to be a timeless global 


habit not confined to the English lower classes. 


Such Irish place-names as Hog Head, Hog Island, the Seven: 


Hogs heighten speculation as to whether this sacred animal, the 
hog, synonymous with the bar, derived its name from the deified 
Oc/Og source.
